Maricopa County’ s Bank of America Purchase Card program is based on the MasterCard charge
card. Thereis no charge from Maricopa County for the program, any costs or chargesto the
vendor or contractor will be based on the transaction dollar amount and is from the
Vendors/contractors servicing Bank. The vendor/contractor should contact their bank to arrange
for the acceptance and information concerning any charges to use this program.
